2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Formula (3) represents an intermediate in the synthetic process of claims 13-25, 
and the final product in the process of claims 32-39 and 40-45. This compound is novel 
and non-obvious over the art of record. The closest prior art is a compound of the 
structure as disclosed by, for example, Tsunoda et al. (p. 1654, reference 8, compound 4). 
The prior art compound teaches an alkyl linkage to the imide functionality. The instant 
invention teaches an -O-alkyl linkage to the analogous imide functionality. In view of 
the imide hydrolysis mechanism taught by Ito et al., (p. 1407, 1 st reaction), the instantly 
claimed -O-alkyl limitation renders compound of Formula (3) non-obvious to one of 
ordinary skill. 

The synthetic process utilizing a novel/nonobvious intermediate (claims 1 3-25), 
or producing a novel/nonobvious product (claims 32-39 and 40-45) is also novel and non- 
obvious.
